For instance, it was calculated by 
this scientist, that a piston with a 
stroke of 5Va inches and an engine 
speed of 4000 revolutions a minute 
is moving at a rate of seventy-two 
m iles an hour. 
In the course of a 200-mile jour­ 
ney the piston, weighing slightly les 
than a pound, has to travel up and 
down in its cylinder 585,000 times

in the opposite direction, 
lf any­ 
one would take a weight 
of

pound and quickly move it backward 
and forward over a distance of 5- 
1-2 inches, he will find it rather tir­ 
ing. 
Engine valves are also reciprocat­ 
ing parts and therefore have 
diffi­ 
cult work to perform. A valve spends 
much of its life red-hot. and has to 
lift 3-16 inch or more in l-400th of 
a second, returning again 
at

Springs are used to return most 
valves, and, as the speed 
of

valve is six m iles an hour, naturally 
a very strong spring

CRANKCASE PRESSURE 
CAUSES OIL THROWNIG 


Many motors which are otherwise 
perfectly satisfactory suffer from the 
falling of throwing oil through their 
main bearings, 
it is possible that 
this difficulty may be due to a slight 
pressure of the crank case, in which 
event the installation of a breather 
pipe might prove successful. 
Failing in this, the main bearings 
can be altered by the addition of a 
small leather packing washer, which 
must be fashioned to fit the shaft 
snugly. 
An oil groove may be provided be­ 
tween tho crank case housing and 
the bearing. 
This is arranged to 
drain back into the base. The pack­ 
ing washer is fitted from the shaft 
and attached to the crank case hous­ 
ing by means of small screws.
